ment of the business changed. The 
advertising stopped. Soon the prod- 
uct. was no longer on the market. 

The reason why advertising must 
be a continuous process is that we 
human beings need constant remind- 
ing. We’re not fickle. But we are 
so filled with our own ideas and 
plans and businesses that if a man 
who wants our trade doesn’t ask for 
it regularly and often, w2 drift else- 
where to the man who does, 


The advertiser is faced by the 
problem of asking his customers to 
buy from him, but he also has to 
consider the most economical way 
of extending his invitation. 

Me finds the answer to both parts 
of this problem in the newspaper. 
No other form ‘of advertising has 
ever been discovered which will 
carry his message so effectively for 
so littie cost.
